It crawls up to a sleeping man or animal, 
throws iho hood over tho sleeper's face, 
and then quietly breathing its poisonous 
breath therein, the sl^^ptng msn or animal 
inhales it and diea. Such is tho account 
given of thb borriblo reptile by parties 
who havo explored its uativo haunts. A 
oompany of explorers that wont lo the head 
waters of tho Amuoa from Hew York in 
1864-5, reported that they lost several 
members of their parly in this way. They 
would find amsD dead in Iho mpmmg, his 
body lirid and swollen, and shoniDg si^ 
ol poison, but no mark of k bite or a sting 
upon him.

choice of his coadjutor, Mr, Brydgcs, 
who is. a man of a veVy reverse typo in 
every reapect — a mon^f great talent, in- 
doinitablo will, and deeply skilled in every 
phase of railway cnterprizo, Place these 
two men together in tho management of 
a great work liko tho Intercolonial^ and 
what is the result? a child might divine 
it. Mr. Walsh can, in the nature of 
things, hil no higher position than tbat ol 
recording clerk for Jlr.

It is now, we think, some twcnly-lwo 
years since llie fir^t Proviuci^il Fair or 
Show was held in Hamilton, and wepos- 
seas no bettci meaos of diatingnishing and 
appreciating cur relative improvement and 
advance, year by year, than is afforded by 
these annual txhibitioDB. But it is only 
when we step pTcr ihe intervcoing years, 
aod compare tho rcaullB attained at the 
first and the lail fairs, that wc ore enabled 
fully to mark tho marvellous improvement 
we have mad£ in every department of 
agriculture, manufactures and arts. Wc 
do not stand stiU in this fjuorter of the 
gloftpj and if not c<|ually rapid in ndTance 
with our neighbours south of tho lakes, 
our proEpcrily is probably on a surer basis, 
and is certainiy tree from many seriouQ 
drawbaoka uuder which they labour at 
present. Two-aud-tveoty yeais siucc we 
had but littio banking capital in the coun> 
try, no railrdada,. Bcarcely any manufac- 
turcrB, and but very little improved stock. 
Mark the contrast now. We have a bank- 
ing capital sufficient for all commercial 
need, and thi4 indhe piaiu arising from 
Ihn surplus of our own wealth- Wo can 
reach every important town in the coun- 
try by rail; wbilo in manufactures, the 
exhibition just.over has demonstrated that 
in almost every branch we are supplying 
our&eWes, and in a superior manner. The 
display ID cloths, machinery, and agricul- 
tural implements especially, would have 
done credit to Great Britain. In the in- 
troduction and breeding of thorough-bred 
stock, tho improTcmcnt la c^iutdly well 
marked. In farming also, we have evi- 
dence that care in culture and the selec- 
tion of seed is gradually overcoming the 
oncertainty of the wheat cropj and when 
this is fully accoujplishcd it will make tho 
dawn of a ucw cm of prosperity for the 
farmers of Oanadi; for although they are 
by no means so dependent on this crop as 
heretofore, yet as a ready means of raising 
tlie necesjiary cash it has no equivalent. 
Fdrmera have learned, by hard experience, 
tho folly of relyiag on cereals nlono, and 
are now more or less extensively engaged 
in raising and fattening stocky which 
proves a mostprofilnblo adjunct to their 
prospcrily. Wc nro of opinion (hat the 
oulturo of barley ia one that deserves more 
attention thnq it baa perhaps received as 
yet, Wo do not refer to the breadth of 
land sown — wjiich is already very largo — 
but to tho ncwisity which csisla for hav- 
ing itscuUureoonduotedcn inorotcienliGo 

principles^ If this is not done, tho qual- 
ity will, in tiiao, liko wheat, deteriorate, 
and wo must rccolleot that the high prices 
we have been receiving for tliis grain of 
lato years lias depended much ou tho su- 
perior quality a& compared with that pro- 
duced in tlio States, If wo cnn keep our 
barley up to llie standard, it will probably 
command nn increasing prico for many 
years, as beer is becoming an articlo in 
great requisition over this continent. Tho 
number of those attending tho show was, 
wo bcliovo, larger than over hoforo, show- 
ing tho increasing intoreijt taken tu our in- 
dustrial pursuits.

Robert Stephenson. 



Robert Stejx^Dbon, tibo celebrated rail- 
road eogincer, horn io England in 1S03, 
ff^ tho BOD of Georgo Stepheoson, tbe 
great mechanic who perfected the loco- 
motive. It was ID aa humble cottage, 
euch aa Kogll^h coal-miatra U£Ug1Ij in- 
habU, that he first saw the light; for his 
father theo wa^ a brakesman to a coal 
mine. By the time the boy was old 

enough to go to school, George Stephenson 
wafi bej^ionin^ to prosper, and was both 
able and disposed to give bis son the ad- 
Tant^g^ of educataon which he had not 
himself enjojcd. This child of tho coal 
mine had to- face a good deal of ridicdo 
when, at the age of twelve, he presented 
himself among the damtier l>oya of a New 
Castie Echool. 

" A thin-framed, thin-faced^ delicate 
hoy/' Bays his biographer, '' with his fucc 
covered with freckles, dreseed in cordoroy 
troosera and a blue frock coat — tbe handi- 
work of the tailor employed bj the ooal- 
miners — the new-comer presented manj 
marks for play-grouDd satire. On his 
a^onlder he carried ar bag containing his 
books andadinner of rje bread andcheese^ 
The clattcriog made by the heavy iroa- 
cascd Goles of his booi^ on the school floor 
did not c&eape the notice of tho lads. 
The master was on the lookoat to see that 
he was not improperly anDoyed; bnttherc 
was DO occasion for his interference* Id 
Bobert'fl dark eyes there was a soft light 
of courtesy that concitlialed the elder 
boys." 

When school was out and the hoya 
began to talk to him, Kia replies made 
them laogh ontrightj for he spoke with 
tbe deep guttural tones caught from the 
Nortbomberlaad mineis. He could not 
imagioG what they were laughing at. 
Puzzled and ashamed, he walked away to 
another part of the play-ground, and £poke 
no more until they were recalled to the 
school-room. Gradually, however, he and 
hia Echoolfellowfl became good frtendsj and 
he gradually evercarac those peculiarities 
of dialect and demeanor which had called 
forth their ridtcuJe, For a long time he 
walked to school every morning, e distance 
of five miles, and walked home again at 
night. At length hia father bought him 
a donkey, upon which he used to ride to 
and from the Newcastle academy. 

He waa not a bright boy at school^ and 
gave no promise of future eminence. 

At sixteen yeare of age, hia father haV' 
ing pro.^rfred in the world, he was appren- 
ticed to the engineer of the eztciiHive 
eeriefi of coal mines with which his father 
was oonnected in tho capacity of machiniet. 
The apprentice, we are told, never spent a 
penny until he had asked himself three 
questions: 

It is worththemooey? Dolwaut it? 
Can I do without it? 

Twice a month, be accompaoicd his 
master into the coal mine, Iraver^in^ every 
part of it, and Epcoding the whole of a 
long morning down deep in the bowels of 
tJic earth. During hh appretilieethip, he 
made with hia own hands a mining eom- 

f*atH, whieli is fitill in eiistcnec, and he 
earned to play &> well on the Hute that he 
was permitted to perform in the band of 
tbe Village church. 

It waa hard to make George Stephen-

AH 
ontward appearances of thio^ and per- 
Ecna were indicative of Bnglish manners 
and customs; but on closer investigation 
we 60on dificovered the choToaeriitic ifii- 
pudtnce of the ,p^^. In many cases it 
waa nothing short ofdiflgosting," 

This was a bad beginning; but when 
he had got into the country, he took a 
more cheerful view of things, 

**We were much delighted with the 
face of the country^ which in every direct 
tioo is populated to a great extent, and 
affords to an attentivo observer a wonder^ 
ful example of human industry." 

What astonished him beyond measure 
was, the hospitality of tho Yew York 
farmera, many of ^vbom, after entertaijiing 
him and hts friend for a night, and giving 
them a good breakfast in tho morning, 
wonld harness their horses, drive them ten 
or fifteen miles oa their way, and then 
podtively refuso te accept eompeneaEion. 

Upon hifl return to New Caatio, in 
1828, ho recDtercd the iron works fistab- 
lisbed by his father, where he carried oat 
his father^s ideas for the improvement of 
the locomotive. The celebrated. Rocket 
engine, which took tho priie in 1829, and 
became the model of all Eubsequent loco- 
motives, was constructed under tho hourly 
superintendence of Robert, The success 
of tho Roc1:et gore impetus to the railroad 
system, and made the fortune of both the 
Stephcnsone, 

Robert became the great railroad 
cD^ineor of Europe. The first of thQ 
long railroads of England was that be- 
tween London and Birmingham, which 
an^ a hundred miles apart. As tbe 
eoginocr of this road, Robert Stephenson 
may be said to have created the art of 
coDStmeting railroads. In boring a tun- 
nel, the workmen came upon an unex- 
pected accumulation of water, which long 
baffled their utmost efforts. The dircctora 
in consternattOQ advised him to consult 
other engineers, 

''No,'* said he; "the time has not 
come for that yet. I have decided what 
to do, I mean to pump the water ah out, 
and then drive the tunnel under the dry 
band. All "I agk is time and fair play. 
If I can't get rid of the water, I'll then 
think about going to other ensioeera for 
help." 

He went to work. By the aid of thir- 
teen steam-eogmes, two hundred horees 
and twelve hundred and fifty men, he 
pumped the water irom the hidden reser- 
voir at the rate of eighteen hundred gal- 
lons a minute for nine months I Then tbe 
supply ga^e out; the waterwasgone^ and 
the tunnel as completed without difficulty. 

He died in London in 1859, and hia re- 
mains were deposited in We^tminatcr 
Abbey.— Jar/«J Parton.
